Death Penalties Few 

“The records of Tlinois show ony 
two cases of minors who were put 
to death by legal process—to which 
number the court does not feel in- 
clined to make 4 addition. 

“Life imprisonment may not, at 
the momengéy strike the public imagin- 
ation as forcibly as’ would death by 
hanging; but to the offenders, parti- 
cularly of the tpye they are, the pro- 
longed suffering of years of confine- 
ment may well be the severer from 
of retribution ‘and explation. 

“The court feels it proper to add 
concerning the effect 
of the parole law upon the punish- 
ment of these defendants. In the 
case of such atrocious crimes it 1s 
entirely within the discretion of the 
department of public welfare never 
to admit these defendants to parole. 
To such a policy, the court urges 
them strictly to adhere. If this 
course is persevered in, the punish- 
ment of these defendants will both 
satisfy the ends of justice and safe- 
guard the interests of society.

Telephone F lag | 
Pat On Building} 


Probably the first flag, represent- 
ing an individual company, ever to 
be unfurled from a flagstaff in this’ 
city has been hoisted over the build- 
ing of the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. It is the house 
emblem of the Bell System and has 
been adopted for use in every city 
and town of the United States. The 
7x11 foot blue and white banner is 
used by the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company to aid users of 
the 15,000,000 telephones, in corpor- 
ation throughout the United States, 
in quickly locating its offices and 
exchanges. 

The design, used for many years 
throughout the Bell System as a 
seal or trademark, has an interest- 
ing heraldic interpretation. The larg- 
est of the two white disks is em- 
blematic of the sum and the smaller 
of the moon. Their placement on an 
azure field symbolizes a continuous 
service, by day and by night. The! 
nature of the service is intimated by 
a central likeness of a bell, symbolic- 
al of sending forth greetings, warn- 
ings and other messages. The bell 
also memorializes the name of the 
inventor of the telephone, as 
the word ‘Bell’ in the

The associated word “System” in- 
dicates the coonpination of the or-- 
ganization. Blue and white is ac- 
cepted in blazonry to indicate high 
purpose. whol 

The Bell System flag is ,in ee | 
symbolical of a high resolve to 


render the public through its com- 
munication system, by the combined 


efforts of its entire personnel and 
equipment, at all times, a universal 
service. Its significance is ‘Aso seen 
in the fact that the United States, 
with only 1-16 of the world’s popula- 
tion, has 1-3 of all telephones in ex- 
istence. New York and Chicago alone 
have more telephones than the entire 
continents of Asia, Aferica, Oceania 
and South America. California, with 
the United States, if its 
tlephones.
